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KEVISION OF THE STATUTES, Tho Com 


niissioncrs on the revision of the Statutes havi 
made tlieir report to the Legislature, and 
lave presented the result of their labors for 
ts consideration. According to their report 
.hey lirst examined the statutes enacted since 
-he last revision, anil assigned them to tlieir 
noper place in a new revision. The work of 
ireparing tlie lirst Ibrty chapters, making a 
first di\ isioii of the next forty-one chapters, 
brining a second division; and of the remani- 
ng sixty-two chapters,constituting the third' 
was done by the Commission sepaiatcly, in 
the order of precedence in their appointment. 
They then jointly examined die entire work 
with care, and endeavored to keep within the 
terms of the resolve under which they were 
appointed. The Commission enumerate the 
subjoined changes which they have felt au- 
thorized to make, with the reasons therefor. 
Tho Commissioners say: 


There has been great confusion and uncer- 


tainty for many years in relation to tlie or- 
ganization of plantations. Some have been 
organized for general purposes, some for tax- 
ation and some for election purposes. These 
diiTeieiit modes and purposes of organization 
have frequently led to collision and loss of 
rights. Following our own judgments and 
the advice of others better acquainted with 
the practical working of the laws heretofore, 
we 1m c brought them together in chapter 
three, and made them more simple and easily 
understood. This will need tho cognizance 
and sanction of the Legislature. 


Chapter 152 of 1862 provided a general 


node pf incorporating companies for manu- 
actwing, mechanical, mining or quarrying 
jusiness without application to the Legisla- 
uro, with details carrried out in twenty-four 
sections, many of them differing from corres- 
ponding provisions in the general chapters on 
corporations arid manufacturing corporations 


Chapter 125 of 1867 provides a general 


mode of incorporating mining and quarrying 
companies, with minute details diffeiing from 
those provided hi the act of 18B2, and also 
differing from the' general chapters above re- 
erred to, and running through thirty-eight 
sections. Thus it will be seen that muting 
and quarrying corporations could be creates 
in twq.diiTercnt modes and with dhTcrent 
rights'and powers, and those rights and pow- 
ers often different and sometimes conflicting 
with tlie general laws^ applicable to similar 
corporations. Wo thought it better policy to 
reduce all to a unit, and therefore we have 
provided simply one general mode of creating 
these corporations without applying to thi 
Legislature, and then left then- rights and 
powers to be regulated by the general statutes 
If this does not receive the approbation of the 
I e^i&lature, the omitted sections can readily 
be inserted in the WQrte,

The country was startled when Mr. Dawes 


made his speech exposing the extravagance 
that he charged was creeping Into some of the 
departments. While the people applauded first start was characteristic. 
Mr. Dawes for his courage and Industry in ganized for the advocacj of 
arresting the evil of extravagance that seem- 
ed to be grasping at the Treasury, they could 
not comprehend, they could not believe, that 
the administration -was so soon relapsing into 
a condition no better than that of Andrew 
Johnson. 
While they believed that Mr. 


Dawes was honest iri his motives and in his 
ideas, they hesitated to believe the extent 
of his charges in the hope that tlfey, in part 
at least, arose from errors or misconceptions. 
And now Gen. Butler has replied to Mr. 
Dawes in.a speech characteristic of the man. 
and which, in its turn, must receive credit for 
plausibility. Laying aside all personality in 
this controversy, let us see what the facts are. 
The motives of Mr. Dawes, his antecedents, 
his prejudices, his ambitions, have nothing to 
do-with the subject; neither have those of 
Gen. Butler, or any other participant m this 
discussion. What the people demand is the 
truth in relation to the conduct of their ser- 
vant and the use of then- revenue. 


The direct charge of extravagance is made 


by the Chairman of the Congressional Com- 
mittee on Appropriations against certain de- 
partments of the Government. 
Are they 


true? As far as he went and to a certain ex- 
tent, technically they are; comparing all the 
circumstances, to as great an extent they are 
not true. The main point in Hr.Dav.es' 
speech was that the estimates for the present 
fiscal year exceed those of the last as made 
by Johnson's ministers; that maybe very ca- 
sDv accounted for, as Gen. Butler says, in the 
fact that Johnson's Cabinet was not estimat- 
ing for itself but for its successor and its ene- 
my. Andrew Johnson had an interest in un- 
der-estimating with the hope that General 
Grant would have to exceed the amount.— 
Again, it should be taken into account that at 
tlie tune those estimates were made there 
were large balances unexpended upon which 
to draw for the next fiscal term. The unex- 
pended balances in Jone, 1809, were more 
than one hundred and fifty millions. And 
again, it is found that Mr. Dawes was in er- 
ror in his statement of the aggregate of the 
present estimates to the material sum of forty 
millions; instead of the call being for J331,- 
000,000 the Secretary of the Treasury gives it 
as $291,000,000. Andrew Johnson's estimate 
having been $303,000,000 the present esti- 
mate appean to b« twelve millions really lew 


• than that of Johnson's. 


This being the condition in brief of the es- 


timates for this year, how about the past ex- 
penditures? The first year of Gen. Grant's 
administration has been carried on at a sav- 
ing of nearly twenty millions upon the 
low estimates made for it by its enemies.— 
This state of the case may be much better 
appreciated by our Democratic friends if they 
take the trouble to recollect that one Alexan- 
der Delmar, mathematician-general of their 
ranks, at the inauguration of General Grant 
predicted that the expenses must of necessity 
exceed the estimates by many millions. Mr. 
Delmar was then very extensively quoted by 
the Democratic press, and consequently it is 
no more than fan- now to quote hhnj as good 
Democratic authority that we have] carried 
on a very economical administrationj Ann 
the prominent reductions in the expenditures 
maybe mentioned the State Department, 
which expended last year ninety-four thou- 
sands less than it cost during^ihe last year of 
Johnson. We believe that all the depart- 


' 
ments have been administered on an econom- 
cal basis, and that they will in future improve 
in that respect even upon the past year. The 
corrupt fruits of the semi-Democratic mis- 
rule have not been sufficiently expelled as yet 
to warrant strict economy, and we can only 
gradually approach it It may be that one or 
two departments may one year exceed the 
expenditures of another from the number of 
improvements that must necessarily be con- 
stant though variable. We must, therefore,
